Sultzer’s fraud, as proved by the testi- 
mony and admitted by himself to District 
Attorney Swann, consisted in offering to 
obtain munition contracts for manufact- 
urers by representing himself aga man 
who had a pull with & “guardian 
angel *’ in the office of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. Sultzer insisted he had .no.connec- 


tions whatever with the “’ thief’ in the 
Morgan office, who released secret in- 
formation concerning munition contracts 
which the occupants of the Seymour of- 
fice were alleged to have utilized. 


Sultser Admits His Fraud. 


District Attorney Swann said to Magis- 
trate MeAdoo:

It was said that Mr. Perkins, 
while he. expressed the view that the 
convention would) pot nominate’ imme- 
diately, said it might be difficult to hold 
the delegates long. There was 4 sug- 
gestion that if any effort should be 
made to precipitate immediate action 
when the convention assembled Wednes- 
day a resolution would be offered pro- 


posing a conference witn the Repub- 
licans. 


Late today Senator Lodge, who ex- 
pects to nominate Senator Weeks, went 


into conference with.“Mr, Perkins at 
Progressive headquarters. Mr. Perkins 
said the purpose of the conference was 
to discuss candidates upon’ “whom the 
two parties might agree. 

When the contirende sheik lasted an 
hour and a half Mr. Perkins said noth- 
ing had been accomplished, but that he 
expected to see Senator Lodge again. 

George Von Meyer, one of the 
Roosevelt leaders, was called into the 
conference, and while it was in pro- 
gress "Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., was close 
by. There was a great deal of tele- 
phoning while the conférence was on, 
and it was fairly well understood that 
Celonel Roosevelt was being informed 
at Oyster Bay of what was going on. 


Plan of Marking Time. 


Conflicting reports regarding a. plan 
of the leaders, headed by George W. 
Perkins, to have the Progressive. Con- 
vention postpoie action upon nomina- 
tions until some tangiktie result’ upon a 
nominee is opereeenen in the _Repub- 
lican Convention followed today’s meet- 
ing of the Progressive National Com- 
mittee. Many leaders favored the plan 
of marking e. Mr. Perkins announced 
tonight that the convention would not 
nominate * right off the bat,”’ but would 
probably wait for a time at least... 

On the other hand, ex-Representative 
Victor Murdock of Kansas, National 
Committee-Chairman, asserted that the 
committee had reached no agreement to 
withhold. action. upon nominations in 
the convention. So did Secretary Oscar 
K. Davis and. others. 

Against these assertions, William Allen 
White, National Committeeman from 
Kansas, declared the committee had 
agreed to have the convention postpone 
consideration of nominations until Sat- 
urday, awaiting Republican action. He 
said a ‘‘ Steering Committee ’’ had. been 
named to launch a publicity campaign 
to boost Colonel Roosevelt among Re 
publican delegates and confer with a 
Republican Committee looking to joint 
nominations. 

Chairman. Murdock, after the National 
Committee's ‘meeting; issued the follow- 
ing formal ‘statement : 


Roosevelt Publicity. 


The committee adopted a resolution 
confirming the action taken by the 
National Committee -last January, and 
pointed out that .eyery event which 
had transpired since January. had 
added emphasis to the position of the 
Progressives. 

State Chairmen and Chairmen, of 
State celegations will meet with the 
National Committee at 5 o’clock Tues- 
day afternoon. 

All the National Committeemen were 
present, with two exceptions—one oc- 
casioned by illness and the other by 
delayed trains. 

The Executive Committee was au- 
thorized to prepare an address to the

Sarvivors State British Craft in 
Massed Attack Destroyed 
Germany’s.

EDINBURGH, June 5.—Survivors from 
British destroyers, which made a massed 
attack on a German battleship in the 
Jutland battle, are convinced that. they 
sent to the bottom the dreadnought Hin- 
denburg, the pride of the:German Navy. 

These sailors say that the Hindenburg 
was struck successively by four torpe-

An officer from one of the destroyers 
gave this account of the battle 

*‘The ships of the Grand Fleet went 
into action as_if they were going into 
manoeuvres. From, every yardarm 
white ensign flew; the flag which is to 
the, sailor as the tattered colors were in 
days of old to a hard-p regiment. 
That it went hard with the battle cruis- 
ers is apparent, put one ship cannot 
fight a dozen.

4 We fought close into the foe, and if 
anything is certain in the uncertainties 
of naval battle, it is that we gave at 
least as good as we got.

MORE IMMIGRANTS HERE. 


291,527 Came In Since Last July— 
Our Population Goes Up. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 5. — Immigrant 
returns for the first ten months of the 
present fiscal year show that 291,527 
immigrants have been admitted into the 
United States since July 1, 1915.° In 
that period there have departed from 
the country 212,478 emigrant aliens, 
making a net increase of population of 
79,049 by immigration during the ten 
months ended with April.

The city is not entirely consistent in 
the matter of _ perpetual fran- 
chises in the 6pinion of Public Service 
Commissioner Travis H. Whitney, as 
expressed in an opinion filed with the} 
commission yesterday, and as a case in 
point Mr. Whitney cites the proposed 
west side track situation.

INTERPRET HARRISON LAW. 


Supreme Court Decides It Only Ap 
plies to Those Who Deal in Drugs. 
WASHINGTON, June 5.—The Supreme 

Ceurt has interpreted the Harrison Fed- 
eral Drug act of 1914, making it unlaw- 
ful for any person not registered under 
the law to have opium in his possession, 
as applying only to those who deal in 
the drug and not to those who use it. 


President Wilson ened the Harrison 
act on Dec. 17, 1914 d it became ef- 
fective on March 1, 4916. Its provisions 
were held to apply i in the same manner 
as the New Yo tate law known as the 
Boylan act, which is now enforced here 
under the personal liability clause of the 
measure, applying penalties to the user 
and seller for any Violation. Under the 
State law it is.a violation to have for- 
bidden narcotics in one’s possession ex- 
cept in the case of a prescription or reg- 
istration to sell. 

Charles B. Towns, 2938 Central Park 
West, one of the experts who drafted 
important features of the State law and 
the ‘Harrison bill, made this comment on 
the aeeres | 

The ruling of the Federal court .is 
we one of-its most.important features. 
nder this ruling a user of narcotics 
may have a barrel of poisonous and 
habit-forming drugs in his possession 
without. being subject to personal liabil- 
ity to the law, or éven to tell where he 
obtained the drugs. While the State law 
covers this point in New York, it opens 
the way in other States for return of the 
old abuses and makes it easy for the 
user to continue the habit. It is a very 
serious conflict with the provisions : of 
the New York State law 
‘The national law should be equally 
effective, if any actual reform jis to be 
accomplished throughout the country, 
because of the ease with which opium 
and other drugs may be smuggled into 
the United States. Opium and _ other 
narcotics purchasable without regulation 
in Canada are easily smuggled across the 
wide and unprotected border. It is sent 
also” from Cuba and Porto Rico.’

TELLS OF FRENCH FORTITUDE. 


Miss Perkins Asks Aid for Hos- 
pitals at the Front. 


A French soldier whose right arm had 
been shot away was sitting in the yard 
of one of the Paris hospitals. supported 
by the Ameri¢an Fund for French 
Wounded. Miss Blizabeth Perkins of 
New York, who returned to this coun- 
try last week after spending six months 
inspecting the fund’s seventy-odd hospi- 
tals in France, was talking to the man. 
She gave much time to conversation 
with the soldiers because she wanted 
to see and understand things through 
their eyes, so that she might help them 
with a gurer knowledge. 

As Miss Perkins was talking to this 
man who had left an arm “‘ somewhere 
on the front’”’ she remembered that she 
had heard stories of queer superstitions 
among the soidiers.

THE REPLY OF THE RAILWAYS. 

The reply of the railways to the de- 
mands of their trainmen is practical- 
ly the-same as that which was with- 
drawn in deference to the President's 
suggestion, for the good of the coun- 
try, in 1914. The men declare that 
they. wish consifieration only of the 
questions which they raise. The rail- 
Ways now renew atwo-year-oldrequest 
that the full qneitions should be con- 
sidered. 

The. men are proposing that they 
shall be -paid for eight hours, or for 
100 miles, whichever is better for them, 
as is now the case. But if 100 miles 
are done in four hours, miore or less, 
either the distance is too short for the 


paid. That'is the publlic’s duty to the able .to understand loyalty, even in

The idea that the railways asa distinct 
body can be orderad to pay whatever 
is commanded from their own treasury 
is attractive, but has lost its power to 
mislead. The railways have no money 
of their own. They are trustees for 
the public or their shareholders. They 
are bound to make the best use of the 
funds they collect from everybody, and 
to pay the wages which will secure the 
most service for the public, with due 
regard to what is fair between man 
and man, and between their men and 
the public. The case is not so simple 
as the ex parte arguments make it 
seem. ;

It is evident from the ‘report of his 
remarks that Mr. Jacon H. ScHuIrFr 
spoke with deep feeling at the con- 
vention held at the Hebrew Technical 
School for Girls on Sunday when he 
replied to those who have criticised his 
views and his attitude upon Jewish 
questions.

A gift of $100,000 for cancer research’ 
was announced yesterday by the Trus- 
tees of Columbia University at\their reg- 
ular meeting. The executors. of the es- 
tate. of Emil C. Bundy of New York 
paid over to the university this fund 
with the understanding that it is to be 


used for research work in the causé, pre- | 


vention and cure of the disease. Part 
may be used for research in medicine 
and surgery .or allied “sciences. 

Following ¢lose upon the announcement 
made a month ago that the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, the University 
Medical School, would open its doors to 
women students, ‘after long. standing 
with a deaf ear to all appeals from 
women colleges, the ‘Trustees appointed 
two women yesterday to the Faculty 
staff of the school. The appointees were 
Vera Dantschakoff, Mr D., to be in- 
structor in anatomy, and Rosalie F. 
Morton, M. D., as attending engere at 
Vanderbilt Clinic. 

In succession to the late John sachéen 
Nash, Frederick A. Goetze, Master of 
Science, now Dean of the Faculty of 
Applied Science and Controller of the 
University, was elected Treasurer of the 
corporation. Mr. ‘Goetze will assume 
the duties of his new office on July 1, 
and will:resign as Dean of the Faculty 
of Applied Science,'to take effect on the 
appointment of his successor. The Trus- 
tees assigned: to the Treasurer the duties 
heretofore belonging to the Controlier, 
and thus. put the entire physical and 
financial administration of the univer- 
sity’s business in the hands of one offi- 
cer. Mr, Goetze as Treasurer ‘will not 
only have charge of the administration 
of the corforation’s financial policy, but 
will also keép control of the work of the 
Department of Buildings and Grounds, 
which has heretofore fallen to him as 
Controller. 

Dr. Frederico de Onis of the Uriversity 
of Oviedo, Spain, was appointed Profes- 
sor of Spanish Literature, He is regarded 
as one of the most talented of the young- 
er generation of Spanish scholars.

MOTOR TRUCKS FOR OXEN. 


Bulgarian “Army Makes the Change 
‘with Great Advantage. 


WITH THE “BULGARIAN ARMY, 
MACEDONIAN ‘|FRON if ay. 4, (Cor- 
respondence of The As Press,)— 
The motor. trick has revolutionized: 
trahgportation for the Bulgarian Army. 
An officer in charge of the supply de- 
partmént of one of the units stationed 
here submitted figures* which, he said, 
prove that each motor truck uséd by his. 
army has been doing the work of 500 
oxen and 250 wayons each day. 

In the past the ‘Bulgarian Army has 
depended entirely upon the ox wagon 
for the transport, of its food ‘supplies 
and ammunition. In the early stages of 
the campaign against Serbia no other 
means were at the disposal of the army. 
The few horse-drawn venicles had to be 
used as combat trains; so that all the 
work of bringing up supplies-had ‘to be 
left to the ox Wagon, a rickety home- 
made farm affair drawn either by two 
oxen or two water buffaloes. With rail- 
roads few and far between in Bulgaria 
and Serbia this made campa: very 
vowalgty Not only was the supply sys- 

tem itself slow, cumbersome, and unre- 
liable, but it also prevented the troo 
from big 9. fh as rapidly as they might 
have done it, been possible: to get 


food and ammunition to the front more 
rapidly.

D. Borup, who died on May 27, and 
whose will was filed yesterday in the 
Surrogate’s Office.

Cotton exhibited a generally steady un- 
dertone yesterday. The market was. nar- 
row, but prices worked higher on buying 
of new crop months, generally put down 
to account of Liverpool; These. pur- 
chases took quite a number of contracts 
out of the market; and after these orders 
were filled‘ there was not much for sale. 
The close was at a net goa of 2 to'8 
points. 

The weather over yon see was Fagin 
iy favorable, Good rains visited portions 
of , Georgia, Arkansas, and parts of 
Texas, ‘The forecast called for showers 
over scattered portions of the Western 
belt, with ‘unsettled weather in Alabama 
and Mississippf, ; 

More or less. academic interest was 
taken in the heavy exports for the day, 
which. were 51,000 bales, including 33,000 
to. Great: Britain and 8,000 to France. 
The total for the season is now 5,090,000 
bales, and the trade has not been in- 
clined to look for a total of more than 
‘5,500,000 bales. It looks.as if this figure 
might be slightly exceeded. 

The Bureau of Crop Estimates, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, making an upward 
revision. of its estimate of the cotton 
acreage last year, says the area planted 
in cotton tn 1915. was about 32,107,000 
acres, instead, of 31,535,000 acres, as re- 
ported last July. 
Agriculture has almost invariably under- 
estimated the acreage, correcting its 
calculation by making’,an upward. re- 
vision the following year. The revised 
estimate will be used by the bureau this 
season as a basis for. estimating the 
acreage this year.
